Aftor, describing the operations of the 
British’ Armies ‘in Franco from the; 
-middlo of November ‘last down to the 
opening of this year’s, offensive, which 
began so brilliantly on Easter Monday 
(April eth) with tho great victory of 
Arras, Field-Marshal Sir Douglas Haig, 
in a recently dispatch, says :— 

Certain outatanding: feutures, of the 
past ‘five months’ fighting call for pric 
gomment before I close this report. In 
apite “of a season of unusual severity, A 
winter campaign: hag been conducted to a 
auceessful issue under most trying and. 
-arduong conditions, 

“Activity on our battle-front bag heen 

maintained almost without o break 

from the conclusion of las, year’s 
offensive to the commencement of. the 
prerent ‘operations. “Phe successful ac- 

‘complishment, of . this part of our 

general plan has already enabled us to 

realise no inconsiderable instalment. of 
the Eruits of the Somme Battle, and has 
“gong far to open the ‘road to their full 
achievement. The courage and endur- 

‘ance of our troops has carried them 
priumphantly through a period of 
fighting of a particularly trying nature, 
in which Lhey have .been subjected: to 
the maximum of personal hardship 
and physical strain. I cannot speak too 
highly of the quatitics displayed by all 
ranks of the Army. 

1 desire also te place on record here 
my nppreciation of the great skill and 
energy displayed by the Army command. 
ers under who immediate orders the 
operations described above were carried 

‘The ability with which the troops 
in tho Ancre frea were handled, by- 
General. Sir Hubert Gough, and thow 
further south, on our front from Le 
Transloy to Boye, by General Sir Henry 
Tawlinaon was in all respects admirable, 

The retreat to which the enemy was 
driven ‘by our continued | success rein 
troduced on the Western front conditions 
of warfare which had been absent from 
that theatra since the opening months of 
the war. After more than two, years of 
trench warfare considerable bodies of our 
troops have been engaged under condi- 
tions approximating: to open fighting. and 
cavalry has been given an opportunily 
to perform its special duties. ; 

Our operations south of Arras during 
tho latter half of Mareh are. therefore. 
of pecutiar interest, and the resulte 
nelieved by all arma have been most 
satisfactory, Although the deliberate 
nature of the enemy's withdrawal en- 
abled him to choose his own ground for 
resistance, and to employ every device 
to inflict losses on our troops, our 
casualties, which had been exceedingly 
moderate throughout the operations on 
the Ancre, during tho period of the re. 
treat beeame exceptionalyy jight, The 
prospect of » more gencral resumption 
of open fighting can be regarded with 
great enfidence. : 

The systematic destruction of roads, 
railways, and bridges in the evacuated 
urea made unprecedented demands upon 
the Royal Engineers, already heavily 
burdened by the work entailed by the pre- 
parations for our apring offensive. One 
ateady progress, in the face of the great 
difficulties confronting us, is the best 
testimony to the energy and thoroughness 
with which thase demands wero met, 

The bridging of the Somme at Brie, to 
which reference hus already been made, 
is an example of tho nature of the ob- 
stacles with which our troops were Toet 
and of the rapidity with which those 
obstacles were overcome, In this instance 
six gaps had ty’ be bridged ‘acrosa the 
canal and river, some of them of con- 
siderable width and over a awift flowing 
stream, The work was commenced on 
the morning of March 18th, and was 
carried out night and day in three stages. 
By ten p.m. on the same day footbridge: 
for infantry had been completed, a8 
already stated. Medium type bridges for 
horse transport and cavalry were com 
pleted by 5 am, on March 20th, and 
by 2 p.m. on March 26th, or four and 
achalf days after they had been begun, 
heavy bridges capable of taking all forms 
of traffic had taken tho place of the 
lighter type. Medium type deviation 
bridges were constructed as the heavy
